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DETAILED ACTION 
Electlon/RBstrictlons 

1. Applicant's election with traverse of Group II and the 
species of denture, claims 13-14 readable thereon, in the reply 
filed on 5/1/06 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the 
ground (s) that the groupings are directed at highly related 
subject matter and can be examined together without serious 
burden. This is not found persuasive because as set forth in 
the restriction requirement, each group of claims are classified 
in different area of technologies. The combined search of all 
claims would certainly cause undue burden on the office. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore 
made FINAL. 

2. Claims 1-12, 15-20 are withdrawn from further consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected 
inventions, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) 
requirement in the reply filed on 5/1/06. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 13-14 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c), as being 
of improper dependent form for failing to further limit the 
subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required to 
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cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) 
in proper dependent form, or rewrite the claim (s) in independent 
form. 

Applicant is requested to amend the elected claims so as to 
contain all the limitation expressed in claim 1, In the interest 
of expediting the prosecution of this application, the examiner 
will consider the elected claims in conjunction with the 
limitation of claim 1 in this office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 

differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 13-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Yamagishi et al. (US-913) or JP-05-306208 . 

US 6,048,913 to Yamagishi et al. discloses a dental 
coating composition having enhanced adhesion strength. 
Prior art dental coating composition comprises a polymer 
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(a) derived from a phosphate-containing monomer within the 
scope of the instant ethylene glycol methacrylate phosphate 
(col. 4, lines 1-41), and a non-phosphorus monomer within 
the scope of the instant alkyl methacrylate monomer (col. 
4, lines 57-62; col. 9, lines 47-64; working examples) . 
Prior art further teaches admixture of conventional 
additives and polymethyl methacrylate polymer, which are 
well known to be denture polymer to one skilled in the art. 
Accordingly, it would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art to apply the dental coating 
composition onto PMMA denture surface, motivated by the 
reasonable expectation of success in the oral environment. 

Similarly, JP-05-306208 discloses a dental adhesive 
within the scope of the present copolymer system. 
Specifically, prior art discloses and exemplifies a 
radically polymerizable composition containing, a 
ethylenically unsaturated monomer such as methyl 
methacrylate, an organic ester monomer as defined in 
formula I (i.e. methacryloyloxyethyl phosphate), and a 
trialkylborane initiator system. Accordingly, one skilled 
in the art would have readily envisaged applying the dental 
adhesives to denture, motivated by the reasonable 
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expectation of success and effectiveness in the resultant 

adhesive property in the oral environment.
